“Our present overall waterworks 
system has been for many years 
inadequate and antiquated; and 
with the increase in home building 
and increased use of modern ap- 
pliances which has taken place 
during recent years, we are now 
faced with a most serious and dan- 
gerous situation. The time has 
come when something must be 
done to remedy the serious de- 
ficiencies which now exist in our 
present system. 


"Contrary to what many unin- 


formed people believe, our prob- 
lem is not a matter of water sup- 
ply but rather one of distribution 
and control of unnecessary and 
wasteful usage. The 1955 popula- 
tion including schools and summer 
residents is estimated at 5250. Our 
present source of supply can be 
conservatively estimated to pro 
duce more than 1,500,000 gallons 
per day. With no large commer- 
cial or industrial users, Bay St. 
Louis with a population of 5250 
should not use more than 125 gal- 
‘fons per capita per day of 656,200 
gallons per day. In other words, 
we are at present furnishing 
enough water to supply a city of 
about 12,009. 


“The only way in which the 
unnecessary ond wasteful usage 
of water may be controlled is 
by the installation of water 
meters, This will certainly in- 
sure a more conservative and 
reasonable usage of water which 
will naturally result in a more 
adequate supply of water for 
both domestic and fire protec- 
tion purposes at all times,

“There are approximately 95,000 
feet of undersized mains varying 
n size from 3 inches down to 1 
inch. The areas serviced by such 
ains suffer because of an ex- 
remely low pressure and often 
hey have no water at all In 
any instances these small mains 
are dead-ended which makes it im- 
wssibie to maintain sufficient 
volume and pressure in them. 
When these mains are replaced 
and looped, adequate volume and 
pressure wil be maintained at 
all times. 


“In addition to the above discus- 
sed problems of conservation and 
distribution, we are also faced 
with another and perhaps more 
serious one—and that is fire pro- 
tection. Even though our fire 
fighting equipment is considered 
adequate and sufficient, the great- 
er portion of the City must be 
considered as having practically 
no fire protection. The reason 
is obvious.

“In addition to this danger, we 
are faced with another, which if 
not as serious is certainly more 
concrete: and that is the certainty 
of a very substantial increase in 
our fire insurance rates. The Mis- 
sissippi State Rating Bureau de 
termines the classifications and 
applicable rates for fire insur- 
ance premiums. This agency es- 
tablishes basic requirements with 
reference to the distribution, sup- 
ply for fire hydrant volume and 
pressure in all commercial and 
residential districts of the State.

And the purpose 
of these organizations are to create close association and friendship 
among the children. 


Now if I am elected Sheriff, itis my purpose to most definitely carry 
out this plan and form this youth organization. It will be named 
“Junior Deputies of Hancock County.” ^ Each member will be 
given a Silver Badge and the Officials will be given a Gold Badge. 
These badges to be worn with honor and distinction. 


To start this program off, I will deputize and appoint two men, of 
high standing, to assist me in organizing this program throughout 
the County. These units will be formed in different sections. The 
Officers of each unit will be made up from the ranks of the boys 
who prove through their activities and merits as good leaders. 
It is well known that boys wili follow good leadership, so the se- 
lection of these officers will have to be carefully chosen. "These 
Youth Leaders will be given the job of inspiring the other boys 
not to be delinquent in any of their duties. They should be honest, 
fair and helpful to each other. They should encourage the boys 
to attend Sunday School and Church regularly and learn the beau- 
tiful teachings of the Church. Encourage them to attend school 
regularly and to realize the importance of study, and learning the 
value of education, whereby they can hold good .positions when 
.they reach manhood. i 


These Juvenile Leaders will have the responsibility of assisting 
and preventing the other boys from associating with bad characters 
and doing anything that would be detrimental to them. Their 
duties will be to talk with the boys and to advise them what to do 
when they are in trouble and to encourage other boys at all times 
to be honest and truthful and not to be delinquent in any of their 
duties.

National Bureaus Cite 
Causes Of Fire Loss 


Gas Sets New 
Safety Record 


Fire losses in the Unitec Staten 
annually amount to. nearly a btl- 
lion dollars. Thousands of lives 
are lost in fires every year. Each 
succeeding year brings not a re- 
duction in these figures, but an 
increase, except for gas which 
shows a consistently better safety 
record. 

- Surveys recently compiled by 
the National Fire Protection As- 
sociation and the United States 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare offer interesting in- 
sights into the causes of many of 
the hundreds of thousands of 
fires occurring annually in thig 
country. 

The latest figures available 
from the National Fire Protéction 
Association list 24 causes of fires 
ranging from the most frequent 
cause, smoking and matches, to 
the least frequent cause, thawing 
pipes. 

Smoking and matches caused 
119,000 fires with a resulting 
loss of 65 million dollars. The 
second most frequent cause was 
electrical fixed services, faulty 
wiring and equipment and elec- 
tric appliances, causing over 88 
thousand fires resulting in losses 
of over 97 milion dollars. 

While welding and cutting 
torches were, only the twenty- 
second most frequent cause of 
fires, it is interesting to note 
that one cutting torch fire caused 
a 45 million dollar loss.

Gas has best safety record 

According to these tables, bo- 
tween the two principal methods 
of heating and eooking, electric- 
ity was the primary cause of 
more deaths in the United States 
in 1952, the last year reported. 
The latent dangers of electricity 
lie in the use of old and over- 
loaded electric services. The life 
of insulation on wires is limited 
and a faulty electric appiian 
can quickly start a fire, : 

In eontrast, and one probable 
reason for the better safety rec- 
ord of gas, is the extreme long 
life of gas pipes in buildings, and 
the up-grading of gas appliances 
with safety features. 

It is significant to note that 
while the number of gas cus- 
tomers has risen faster than tho 
number of electric customers, tho 
number of casualties due to gas 
has decreased much faster than 
the number of deaths due to elec- 
tricity. 

Figures show industry trends 

Combining the figures for 
services compiled by the Edison 
Electric Institute, the American 
Gas Association, and the Liqul- 
fled Petroleum Gas Association 
with the figures compiled by the 
United States Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
reveals an fnteresting compari- 
son.

Gas is safest fuel 

Most fires originate in homes, 
and here gas shows an outstand- 
ing safety record. Gas and gas 
appliances are way down the Ist 
of most frequent causes of fires. 
On this list of 24 fire causes, gas 
1s down in 18th place while elec- 
tricity is high up in second place 
as a frequent source of fire. 

Only 6 percent of over 84 
thousand fires in the “defective 
or overheated heating ond cook- 
ing" equipment category were 
the fault of gas appliances, again 
an outstanding safety record. 

With fires in the home, and 
the resulting death and injury, 
Bo widespread, the first concern 
of millions of Americans is with 
fire hazards in the home.
